of seizure to enemies of the Crown 
and as suck to hare been lawfully 
seized.

Since 
the original order way made, in 
view of subsequent decisions, the 
application had to again come 
before the Court, dnd this was 
done this morning, His Lordship 
making the order.

“We 
have no enmity toward her,” he 
said.

There was the 
fundamental fact that if they 
were to be neighbourly each 
should try not to trespaa3 an the 
property of the other. England 
claimed the right to trespass on 
their property. The next facts 
they were asked to take into 
acconnt were historical facts. He 
could not givethem better than 
in the words of the present British 
Prime Minister, who said:— 
Centuries of ruthless and often 
brutal injustice, centuries of in- 
solence and insult—have driven 
hatred of British rule into the 
very marrow of the Irish race. 
The long record ‘of oppression, 
proscription, aod expatriation, 
has formed the greateat blot on 
the British fame tor equity and 
common sense in the realm of 
government.” That was the pre- 
sont Prime Minister's statement 
in the House of Commons on 
March 7, 1917. Those were 
fundamental historical facts. 
The fundamental human fact 
which British statesmen and all 
statesmen must take into account 
was that Britain did not want to 
act properly beside her neighbour.

We mean t> arm onr- 
selves to the utmost of our power, 
that we may be able to resist to 
the utmost of our power. Ifit 
should happen that we have ts 
give way--sreat causey hare had 
to give way to force—we shall do 
it boldly, »nd no} seek to save our 
faces. We ara not going to be led 
into the prison hous orto give 
parole in order that they won't 
have the tronble pf providiog 
guards for us. " 

E have no enmity to Britain. 
In all our discussions with my 
colleagues I hava seen notoing 
like enmity to Britain or the 
British people. The fact that we

an xotion by the Leeston Shipping 
Ga, Lid, of Cardiff, against the 
Banea Commerciale Italiana to 
recover the sum af £15,136 allog- 
ed to ba due under a guarantee. 
‘Mr, WN. .Raaborn, K.C., and 
Mfr. G. Langton (instraoted by 
.Messra, Holman, Fenwick and 
Willan) appeared for the plain- 
tiffs; and Mr. Harold Murphy, 
(nstructed be Messra, Stephonson 
Horwood and Co.) for defendants, 

Mre.. Langton said tha plain- 
tiffs waro the owners of the 
staamsbip Glenbridge, and tha. 
action was brought in respess of 
a guarantee which was given br 
the defandants, in May, 1919, as. 
to hire of the steamer. Under 
clauso5of tba charter-party, tha 
plaintiffs, “in default of such 
payment or payments for hire, 
“ahall have the faculty of with- 
drawal of-such steamer from the 
satvice ‘of. the charterers.” Tha 
steamer was returned to plaintiffs 
in March, 1921. In Febrnary, 
1921, the plaintiffs exercised a 
lien on a bill of lading, and 
obtained £3,000 odd by that 
masos. . ; 
Mr. Holly, of the plaintiff fiem. 
stated that the vessel was chart- 
ered by a Mr. A. Abcof. of Roma, 
under a guarsotee from the 
defendant bank for two years. 
The monthiy hire was £7,563. 
Payment was made regularly till 
Dacember 22, 1920, when default 
was made. A second instalment 
was due on January 22. 1921.: 

Mr. Murphy, for the dofend- 
ants, said they did not dispute 
theclaim. If it wera provel and 
jodament given, payment would 
bo forthcoming atonce... —. 

His Lordship, ip giving juds- 
ment, said the action against the 
bank was on a'guarantes. Mr. 
Aboof took the steamer over in, 
August 1919, and he paid the hire 
till December 22. On thas date 
he failed to pay: theraupoa this 
gusrantee became enforceable. 
Plaintiffs bsd manoagal to re- 
cover by the exervise of a lien oa 
freight some £8,009.
